REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 4-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The subject matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was 
not suggested in the prior art of record. With respect to claim 4 (and its dependent 
claims) an intravascular pump having a guide comprising a catheter attached to a 
shroud in combination with the other elements of the claim is not taught by the prior art; 
with respect to claim 6 (and its dependent claims) an intravascular pump having a purge 
fluid delivery system for supplying purge fluid to the rotor in combination with the other 
elements of the claim is not taught by the prior art; with respect to claim 1 1 (and its 
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dependent claims) an intravascular pump having a blood pressure detection system in 
combination with the other elements of the claim is not taught by the prior art; and with 
respect to claim 18 (and its dependent claim) an intravascular pump having a drive 
cable coupled to the rotor for driving the rotor within the shroud in combination with the 
other elements of the claim is not taught by the prior art. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
